FLOWERING  SHRUBS

Jassamine  (Winter  fiowering) — Flowers  dur- 
ing January  and  February  if  planted  in  pro- 
tected place  on  south  side  of  building. 

Oregon  Grape — Not  the  common  scraggly  kind 
of  the  western  woods,  but  a tall  growing 
shrub  with  evergreen  holly  like  leaves  and 
yellow  fiowers  followed  by  bright  blue  ber- 
ries. Excellent  hedge. 


Privet  Hedge  Plants — Evergreen  in  Western 
Washington.  One-year  plants,  6 cents  each; 
two-year  plants,  8 cents  each.
